sp ect the site over Green river, w here 
county aid has been ask ed in the con ­ 
struction of a bridge over 
tha t stream . 
T he ap p lication for county aid wa s 
p resented at the last m eeting of the 
board, H ighw ay Com missioner G. B. 
Rogers rep resenting that the im p rove­ 
m ent would not exceed $8,000. 
After look ing over the site, the road 
and bridge com m ittee rep orted that 
the cost of constructing a bridge nt 
this site would cost up w ard of $14,000 
and that no real benefit would be d e ­ 
rived by its construction, there being 
no residents in the mile on cither side 
of the river. 
In their rep ort back to 
the hoard, they recom m end tha t the 
p etition be not granted. 
The rep ort states furthe r that the 
road and bridge com m ittee m em bers 
have 
insp ected

was asked. 
‘‘Yes, indeed,” he replied.

"None w ha tev er,” he said.

ley 's arm wa s broken.
